Hia skekhes of prominent 
men are the chief merit of his history of England 
and of his ■IsmHmHSi They are polished produc- 
tions, gracefully aud eloquently written, with a 
boldness and terseness that relieve the usual Horidity 
of his style. The wide-spread fame of Macaulay a* 
a writer, and the extensive popularity of hia produc- 
tions, have induced the publication of this volume of 
biographical and historical sketches. A contempo- 
rary, with much reason, calls it "a bookseller's book, 
made up of excerpts from MacauLty's History of 
E^pfcand and his published Essays, mostly descrip- 
tive of persons. It is more elaUrate but less satis- 
factory than an equal number of articles in a biogra- 
phical dictionary, for the reason that it leave* most 
of the characters spoken of in the middle of th*ir 
careers, while a dictionary would at least conduct 
them to tbeir last days." "Macaulay has Ftrong 
prejudices, which are manifested in his writings, and 
perhapt these prejudices have contributed iu a great 
measure to the peculiar novelty of his biographical 
sketches and given to them unusual interest. Th* 
object of this puMieution purports to give in a con- 
i the most attractive portions of the per- 
i interspersed amon H ' his writings, but 
little attention seem> to hare seen paid to propriety 
to. this process of abridgement. Several of the 
•ketches are literally torn from their context in the 
original work, and present a very awkward and un- 
finished appearance, l«ginning and ending abruptly, 
without either exordium or peroration. For in- 
etacce, the sketch of Charles II commences: -'The 
king was at this time more loved by the 
: than any of his predecessors had been," and 
that of Bishop Ken begins: "Ken. who, both in in- 
tellectual and moral qualities ranked highest among 
the nonjuring prelaws, hesitated long." These 
are very unsatisfactory-, and the volume 
lore properly be styled "Extracts from 
*Ueaulay s Writings." They may serve to give 
examples of Macaulay's style, but, as biographical 
akete^k, they are altogether incomplete.

Considering the strin- 
gency of the money market, the merchants of In- 
dianapolis and Indiana generally, have stood np 
well. There are fewer failures set down to Indiana 
than anv other State east of the Mi^L-sippi and north 
of the Ohio.

How to Raise Tu rkeys — Messrs. Editors: Will 
you allow nje, in farmer style, through your paper, 
to give my uxpericuce in raising turkeys, for the 
iienelit of your readers. I commenced raising tur- 
keys a.. out three years ago, but never met with anv 
success until the last season, 1M56. The » iu'er pre- 
vious I wintered one tout and two hens, and they 
laid t>0 eg^s, from which I raised forty-live turkeya 
from fifty hatched. Until the last summer 1 never 
could raise over one-fourth that were hatched. 

My moak of raising them ia as follow s: 1 made 
each henHy two settings, which they will do wuh- 
out injurv if they are wi 11 wintered. I set two set- 
tings under dung hill fowls and the remainder un- 
der turkey hens. As soon as they are h.itched, I 
have crates provided and immediately shut them 
up and keep them shut up for four weeks, and then 
let them range any where ou the farm. I feed them 
on Indian meal and keep l.uttcrmilk constantly be- 
fore them. I throw about half an ounce of assafeti- 
da iu tlieir milk each day, and this keeps them live- 
ly, and they are never bothered with lice. When 1 
let them out, they seem to grow up without any 
more trouble. 

I think there is nothiug that w ill afford our farm- 
ers greater profit thin turkeys if inauaged in this 
way. 1 think the whole secret of my success lies in 
the assafetida. My debt aad credit stands as foll- 
ows:

[ It ■hriafl f he supply. G— i CaUsjfcs wi— is wart ^ 
no a more than it was when less thin one-fourth the 
present quantity was produced. It is estimated that 
there is now in the Ohio valley over 4,0t>> acres in 
vineyard, nearly half iu the immediate vicinity of 
Cincinnati. Why should no:. Kentucky and Tennes- 
see go more extensively into this culture, for which 
they contain so mniiy hill sides and hili tops so ad- 
mirahly adapted ? 

Ha follow ing excellent article, from the Ohio Val- 
ley Farmer, contains much information on this sub- 
ject for the novice: 

CfeMMay a Vineyard— PoV ion.— Tlxe most fa- 
vorable aspect for a vineyard is on a gradual slcpe, 
facing th» Slllllli n— t A directly southern or east- 
ern LiipWIS is not however particulailv objectiona- 
ble. 

Qtjsii 'iijt Uie Groutul. — Tli«i ground should be 
thoroughly treadled over, to the depth of two fc-cf, 
or two and a half feet, placing the i:p[>er w»il above. 

In the process of trenching, care should all the 
while be taken to see that a permanent way of es- 
cape is provided for any water that may be likely to 
find its way to the ;•••.:« >n of the trenches. Any 
stagnant water, or even any exc-ss of moisture, is 
very inimical to the health and vigor of the grape 
vines. 

The importance of under-draining is now largely 
engaging the attention of agriculturists. But in the 
cultivation of no other crop is its great value mote 
e.ppareiit than in the culture of the grape. For- 
lumtely, the very method pursued in the prepar.i- 
tion of ground for a vineyard, by mean? of trench- 
ing, affords even' facility for the putting down of 
under draining, t he "Mil oWV is far superior to 
VVhere there are quantities of small 
desirable to get tliein out of the way, I 
they c:in I* placed along the side of the tile drain, j 
thus adding to the cflicuey of the drain. When the 
soil contains anv considerable portion of clay, the I 
tile drains should I* laid down every sixteen feet. ' 
And where the depth tixed upon for tretu-hini: ' s tw " j 
feet, it is well to place the drains live or six inches | 
deeper. 

Ptamrtmtf Out the Vine*. — This is done either by set- 
ting out the roots or the cuttings. It is usual, pre- 
vious to commencing this operation, to mark out the 
good bearing wood, while stubble I ground in rows, iusening a short stake 15 or 18

Arcnnd Cincinnati the steep MAiMes, that but for 
the vine would lie now covered with primitive fjiest 
or a wilderness of w eeds and undergrowth, aie produ- 
cing to their owners returns w hich would seem al- 
most fabulous to the farmers of the rich, lev d land-', 
who raise corn, grass, and small grains. To culti- 
vate vines for the purpose of m. -iking wine, and to 
grow them for the sake of the fruit, require certain 
modifications in practice which should tie under- 
stood before tiie % ines are set. Our markets are 
not sufficiently supplied with this delicious fruit, 
but, even if an overstock should be produced at any 
lime, they will bear transporting to other markets, 
or they may l>e kept on hand by packing so as to 
come into market long after the usual season. 
There is much profit in growing grapes for the 
fruit oniy, but pro'iably more when the soil and lo- 
cation suit for making wine. When grown for the 
fruit, they should l»e planted wider ajjart than the 
common viuey ard distance; they may lie grown on 
good, well drained, level land, if rolling or hill-land 
is not attainable; but for wine, we would never ad- 
vise the planting of a vine unless on high and dry 
bill-lands, for the reason that in such a location the 
juice of the grape is richer in saccharine matter, and 
consequently on lieing fermented w ill make a wine 
with sufficient body to keep and improve by age, 
while the juice of vines grown on richer and more , ^ 
moist soils, though probably more abundant, will | SU)ne!? an ,\ j, (, 
be so thin and watery that on being fermented it 
will all turn to vinegar or something worse. 

Id either location, and for either purpose, care 
must be exercised in enriching the soil, not to add 
i>uch manures as will produce a rapid growth, but 
rather such as will form hard, round, short -jointed 
wood from which only can good healthy fruit lie pro- 
duced. Ashes, lime, ground bones, and charcoal 
will produ 

manure an d guauo will produce long-jointed, watery 
growth unfit for fruiting. 

In regard to pruning and training, the following 
directions, wheu fruit is the object, will be found to 
answer a good purpose, although in practice it wil! 
be found rather difficult for a novice to manage. 

Mr. McKay is a very suecessful grower of grapes 
and realizes large sums every year from his crop, 
for which he always gets high prices on account of 
the superiority of his grapes: 

Gkai'K Ci'LTi'itK — Anni al Pkinim;. — V.'iUors of 
Rural. — The Ue»t season for performing this very 
important operation has, for a long time, been a 
controverted point among good cultivators. Of 
course 1 speak in reference to our native vines. All 
i that it should I* done some time between the 
of growth in the fall, and its commence- 
the next spring. While many — perhaps the 
largest number of those who have given their views 
to the public— have practiced and advocated fall 
pruning, and given some seemingly good reasons 
for the practice, others have recommended February 
as the best time, and have not failed to furnish 
some verv plausible reasons for so doing. 

Those who advocate and practice fall pruning 
claim that l»etween the foiling of the leaves in No- 
vember and the swelling of the buds in the follow- 
ing spring, a distribution of the organizable mat- 
ter — the matter which enters into the composition 
of the fruit — is constantly going on through all 
parts of the vine. If thU'h.ory is correct — if such 
distribution is constantly taking place while the 
roots of the vine are "bound in icy chains," and 
the branches frozen and the whole \ iue in a dormant 
state, then most surely fall pruning should never 
be neglected. For by* delaying the ojwration un- 
til this distribution has all of nearly all taken place, 
by far the greater part of the fruit-producing ele- 
ments will he sacrificed by the knife; whereas, if 
the surplus buds arc removed before such distribu- 
tion has progressed far, the buds retained will re- 
ceive nearly all this matter, and the uecessary con- 
sequence must be a better yield of fruit. 

On the other hand, the advocates of February 
pruning deny this "distribution" theory, and claim 
«t»«t it Ls safest not to prune till after the most of 
the extreme cold wenther is over, because they say 
the vine is capable of withstanding a greater de- 
gree of cold without injury before than after being 
pruned; also that the branches of the previous 
vear's growth are prettv sure to "kill back" some, 
whether they are pruned in the fall or not, and that 
it is better* to let them do so before the vine is 
pruned than after. So much for theory. 

In 1851 my vineyard consisted of eight rows of 
equal length, and the vines ull of one age and of 
similar size. That vcar I primed one of these rows 
ia November, and the others in February, und when 
the fruit w as liar vested I carefull v weighed the 
yield of each row separately. The tall-primed row 
produced z5 per cent, less than either of the other 
rows. This result at the time looked very much 
like an argument against fall pruning. However, 
not deeming it quite conclusive, I pruned two rows 
the next Novemtier, the same ones previously pruned 
la November, and another. At the next harvest the 
yield of these two rows was quite equal, but not su- 
perior to that of any other two in tha vineyard, in 
respect to quality and quantity. 

Siuce then I have practiced pruning my vines du- 
ring any mild weather from the middle of Novem- 
ber to the middle of March, and I feel quite safe in 
advuing others to do the same. 

>'::.'•- should never be pruned with a dull knife, 
nor when tbev are frozen, nor when there is a rea- 
sonable prospect of a sudden change from mild to 
extreme cold weather. 

On planting a vine let bat one branch grow the 
first season. At the end of the season cut this back 
to two or three buds, and let but two branch-s grow 
Ome second season. At the end of this season cut 
these branches back to eight or ten buds each, or to 
four or five feet in length; build your trellis, and 
{asten these branches, "right, und left," along the 
'lower rail of the trellis. Tbe third season let these 
base branches produce a branch from every alternate 
bud, and train them perpendicularly u> the top of 
the trellis, and alx>ut the tirsi of September, stop 
thsm — pinch them off. The trellis is now tilled with 
good bearing wood, ana the next season — the fourth 

the vine will produce its first crop. 

Alter the tirst crop is taken from the vine, the on- 
ly pruning necessery to prepare it for another crop 
will be to cut back the lateral branches issuing 
from the upright branches to two buds, and when 
tbev start the next spring, but one of these, usual- 
lv the one nearest the main branch, should be al- 
lowed to grow. The next year that portion of the old 
spur extending l<e>ond the base of the new branch 
should be cut off smooth, and the new branch cut 
bock as before, to two buds. This same process is 
to be continued from year to year. It is well, how- 
ever to provide for an entire renewal of the fruit- 
bearing branches 63 often as once in three or four 
years.^This can be accomplished without the loss of 
a crop, as follows: ... 

Supixwe there are 6 main upright branches to the 
vine, 2 of these may be renewed each year, by al- 
lowing a new branch to grow from the base of each, 
to a sufficient length totake their places, and at the 
next annual pruning cut the old ones oat; in this 
way tbe entire vine, except the base, will be renew- 
ed in the course of three years. Of course it must 
be remembered that the fruit is always produced on 
the current year's shoots, springing from wood of 
the previous year's grow th. 

Where vines are planted wide, say from 1*2 to 1C 
feet apart, and trained on upright trellises — tbe very

with this soil, so much the better. Any arran^e- 
nient that sh.ill sli^litlv facilitate the ingress of the 
air th r ough the soil alongside oi the cutting will 
add to the chances of its living. 

Some vineyard men insert two cuttings at each 
place, designing, if both live, to remove one. With 
proper care, howe\ er, and by selecting good cut- 
tings, very lew failures need be expected, and, con- 
sequently* one cutting to n place will l»e found suf- 
ficient. It i> well to pour a quart of w ater on the 
i soil in immediate contact with the cutting when set 
out, and let it permeate down along side the cutting, 
aiiixinz the soil to the same. 

/i7\«f awl Second Ytar's H'orl-, after Planting. — 
The vineyard should be kept clear of w eeds, and the 
soil kept in a good condition t>y carefully hoeingover t 
the ground twice during the season. Iso pruning is j 
necessary for the first two seasons. 

Third Y'Jtr. — Early in the spring, before the sap 
starts, prune down U> two buds SSJ or near the origi- 
nal cutting pLnted out. Good buds are frequently 
selected on some vigorous oftMioot, but near ils base. 
The ground should also be removed front the plant 
to the depth of six or seven inches, and all the 
roots to that depth completely pruned olx, and the 
soil then replaced. This last operation is ;oo often 
m-glecicd; but it is very important, as it induces 
the grape-vine to throw out its strongest roots at the 
bottom of thf; trenched ground, where the soil is the 
richest, and where, even iu a drouth, moist nour- 
ishment is provided for the plant. Besides, the lat- 
eral root-, when permitted to put out near the sur- 
face, interfere with the culture of the soil. A good 
oak, chestnut, or locust stake live or six feet in 
length is now driven lirinly into the ground by the 
side of each grape-vine, up which stake the two I 
shoots issuing from the two buds are carefully i 
trained during the suunner, removing from the 
same all side shoots. Tha two vines thus produced ' 
will frequently attain a length of seven or eight | 
feet.

The ground should all be spaded or hojktd over 
to the depth of six inches in the spring of each 
year, as soon as the ground attains good condition 
for culture. 

Fourth Year, cr Firrt Hearing Year. — Early in 
the spring select the best vine of the two. and, after 
shorteninu it down to three or four feet, li<i it with 
willow twigs to the stake. 

The remaining vine is to be cut off within two 
bud 1 of its base; which two bud; are to be treated 
in tin- same manner as has been stated in the th+r l 
year. 

The grapes are produced from the wood tied in 
the "bow" form. And it may be remarked, that 
grapes are always produced on wood of the frei'iotu 
year's growth." The wood that has served its pur- 
pose of beariug fruit this year should be entirely 
removed next spring, it being thenceforth useless 
aud cumbersome. 

Hence it wil! be perceived that a continual renw.l 
of youth is all the while going on. And a vineyard 
may lie tif^y vears old, and yet, as the eye glances 
over it, it always rests ujon grape vines of this or 
last year's growth. 

Product of an Acre. — We place the average pro- 
duct per acre of a vineyard, from its first bearing 
vear onwards, at 2(H)" gallons of wine per annum, 
olany writers, I am aware, place the average much 
higher than this. But there is such an anxiety in 
the human mind to exaggerate, to select uncommon 
results and announce them as common, that we feel 
erroneous impression> have gone forth as to the prof- 
its of vineyards. We have seen it frequently stated 
that 500 gallons per acre is onlv an average product. 
When, in fact, every such yield shows an extraordi- 
uary und uncommonly good crop. Taking a series 
of years and including extraordinary crops, common 
crops, h ilf crops, quarter crops, and failures, and 
we challenge results that shall exceed 200 gallons 
per acre 011 an average. But why try to exagge- 
rate? Even this yield will show the grape culture 
more profitable than almost any other crop to which 
the soil can lie devoted. The care of a vineyard, in- 
cluding gathering the grapes and making the wine, 
will not cost more than $75 an acre; and, as the 
wine directly from the press is -orth $1 a gallon, 
we have here a profit per acre of $125.
